Of Graduation 


It was an old setting. .. . 

High school graduations are as 
rigidly formalized as worship in 
pa liturgical 
church. 

The night was 
“gm June... and 
me hot. 

, The scene was 
old, yet somehow 
Managing to 
seem new. The 
auditorium was 
packed and 
warm. The faces 
beamed with anticipation. How 
many dreams were out there, one 
wondered? It is customary to 
think of the dreams as being in 
the heads of the young graduates. 
But maybe the best and the most 
rewarding are in the heads of the 
fathers and mothers, anonymous 
in the crowd. They remember the 
day or. night of birth, the diapers 
changed, the childhood illnesses 
which can be so frightening; the 
small incidents of childhood which 
etch themselves on the memory. 
They remember the heartaches, 
the joys, the hopes, the ambi- 
tions. They are the real reservoir 
of dreams. 

The best part of it all is the 
processional. This, too, is litur- 
gical. The walk must be slow, like 
that of the bridesmaids and 
groomsmen at weddings. Only the 


figures on the stage can enjoy 
this at the fullest. They can see 
the faces under the mortarboards 
which, with the gowns, are the 
vestments of this service. And the 
faces are good to see .. . young 
and fresh, round and thin, broad 
and pointed . . . all solemn and 
set, though the eyes are very 
much alive and let one know that 
the solemnity of the moment is a 
mask. 


Fixed Pattern 


The speeches, too, are in a fixed 
pattern. The salutatory, the vale- 
dictory and, most unchanging of 
all, “the commencement  ad- 
dress,” are a part of our folk- 
ways, a piece of Americana. 


That of the students is fresh, if 
awkward or brilliant. That of “‘the 
speaker of the evening’’ usually 
is an exercise in frustration. The 
commencement speaker must be 
either a humble, confessing sort 
of person, \or one greatly satis- 
fied with himself, or herself. It 
requires cofisiderable courage for 
a speaker to stand before youth, 
representing a generation con- 
spicuous by its failures as by its 
successes. n

about 18. They have known 18 
years of almost insane history. 
They were born as the second 
great world war was beginning. 
Their fathers and grandfathers 
knew the first world conflict. Be- 
fore they were old enough to read 
or understand, man invented the 
weapon which can destroy man- 
kind. This still would be a trou- 
bled world if it were not for the 
hydrogen bombs. But with them, 
it is something else than troubled. 


There will come a time when 
they, these weapons, will be com- 
monplace, unless the great pow- 
ers find a way to act honestly and 
forthrightly. One shivers thinking 
of what might happen if they, the 
ultimate explosives, were avail- 
able to Latin dictators, to the 
angry men such as Nasser in 
Egypt or Sukarno in Indonesia

The state Merit Board Wednes- 
day ordered the Revenue Depart- 
ment to reinstate an ousted Sa- 
vannah sales tax employe but 
Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams indicated he would refuse to 
comply. 

The board found that reasons 
given by the Revenue Department 
were insufficient for the discharge 
of Mrs. Fannie L. Connolly as a 
$275 per month examiner in the 
Savannah sales tax office. 

The three-member board did 
fina, however, that Mrs. Connolly 
“falsified” her application for the 
revenue job and had received ex- 
pense money for meals “which 
she was not lawfully entitled to 
receive.” 

But in a unanimous decision, 
the board said Mrs. Connolly’s 
“misrepresentation” of her quali- 
fications was ‘“‘insufficient’”’ for 
discharge. It also directed her to 
repay from her salary some $486 
she allegedly received in unlaw- 
ful expenses plus 7 per cent in- 
terest. 

The board did not make the 
reinstatement order retroactive 
to her discharge last ‘August but 
made it effective as of Wednes- 
day. 

However, Williams in a sharply 
worded statement hinted broadly 
that he would ignore the person- 
nel board’s order and refuse to re- 
instate Mrs. Connolly.

House Banking Committee 
Wednesday approved a whopping 
two billion dollar anti-recession 
public works program.

The committee took the action 
in amending a Senate-passed bill 
which called for one billion dol- 
lars in federal loans for local pub- 
lic works. Administration officials 
had hinted that even the more 
modest Senate version might be 
vetoed.

Khrushchev Hints He’d Like

In the world we live in, where 
we are constantly pushing our 
way through resisting atmosphere 
or air, the pressure of the Sun’s 
rays—called photons—is too slight 
to make itself felt. 

So solar power wouldn’t help in 
the Earth’s atmosphere. But it 
could boost a satellite—already in 
orbit—to the speed necessary to 
escape the earth’s gravity and 
travel to another planet. 

In the vacuum of space, even 
the slightest push is big because 
there is so little resistance to 
movement. The longer the push 
is applied, the faster the speed 
that builds up. 

This kind of solar power has 
one drawback: It is strongest 
closest to the Sun. As you would 
approach a distant planet of the 
solar system, such as Pluto, you 
would gradually lose push. 

For the nearer planets like Mars 
and Venus, the solar sail would 
work best 

A trip to Venus and back to 
Earth could be made in less than 
a year with one sail suggested by 
Dr. Garwin. Mars would take 
about six months each way. 

The solar sailor would travel in 
a spiral course both to and from 
the planet he visits—setting his 


sail at the required angle to carry 
him in steadily decreasing circles 
to his destination. |

The GOP has received a stunning

In the California primary, where 
candidates may file on both party tickets, 
a comparatively unknown Democrat, Ed- 
mund G. Brown, won a 3-2 count against 
a titan of GOP politics, U.S. Sen.

Byron Herbert Reece 
Was of Georgia Earth 


The passing of Byron Herbert Reece 
brings to an end a brilliant if tortured 
career in poetry and prose of one of the 
most promising Georgia writers of this 
generation. 

Plagued with chronic illness, Mr. 
Reece nevertheless found strength to write 
four volumes of poems and two novels. 
The quality of his writing attracted crit- 
ical acclaim the country over. 

His first book of poems, “Ballad of 
the Bones,” was published in 1945. This 
was followed by “Bow Down in Jericho,” 
“A Song of Joy and Other Poems,” and 
“The Season of the Flesh.” His first 
novel, “Better a Dinner of Herbs,” was 
published in 1950. This was followed by 
“The Hawk and the Sun.” At the time of 
his death, he was writing a prose trilogy 
under a Guggenheim Fellowship and 
lecturing at Young Harris College. 

Truly a product of the Georgia earth, 
Reece worked his way through Young 
Harris. He began writing at an early age 
and yet managed to continue running his 
farm near Blairsville and to lecture wide- 
ly at colleges and universities. He was a 
devout Methodist and often filled in for 
the minister at Blairsville. 


Worsening health had left him dejected 


and discouraged, But even so, his un- 
timely death was a shock to hundreds of 
devoted friends and thousands of admir- 
ers. We join all of them in sorrow at his 
passing but in happiness that he was able 
to leave such a splendid legacy of his 
writings. He was truly an admirable 
Georgian.

Foreign Trade Pumps 
Millions Into Georgia 


Georgia congressmen opposing the 
Foreign Trade Bill find their stand 
shakier than ever in view of U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce findings reported yes- 
terday.

Frenchmen’s Apathy

Marvin 
Griffin has offéred any argument 
in support of the practice of buy- 
ing tires without calling for com- 
petitive bids. 

To date all the explanation Mr, 
Shaw has offered is that there is 
no use to take bids on tires be- 
cause all of the dealers would 
enter the same bids. 

That seems pretty weak in the 
light of the different prices that 
the State of South Carolina was 
able to get on tires similar to 
the ones bought by the State of 
Georgia. In many instances there 
was a considerable difference in 
these prices with the much lower 
prices prevailing in our sister 
state. Apparently the companies 
did not all enter the same bids 
there and if they did the bids 
were much lower than the prices 


is not only customary in govern- 
mental purchases, on whatever 
level, but the practice is followed 
by most other soundly operated 
purchasing departments. 

The public is prone to forget,

Newspapers do 
not create news; they only testify 
to human behavior. And all of us 
should honor and cherish a re- 
sponsible journalism that does 
not attempt to make black ap- 
pear to be white or white black. 

Yet when reading the papers 
surely we ought to remember 
that only a part of human ac- 
tivity is chronicled. For the most

part, wickedness makes head- 


lines. And there is much good- 
ness in the world that is never 
recorded. 


I am thinking of a certain man 
and woman who lived together 
as man and wife for 50 years.

When I visited them, 
the man pointed to their picture 
in the newspaper. He was proud 
of that picture and of the story 
of their anniversary. ‘‘First time 
I ever saw my name in print,” 
he said, smiling.

To The Modern Confusion 
That Dogs Us

\ Vere THE PRIME MINISTER of 
Japan was in Washington he telephoned me on 
Mackinac Island to thank us.for what Moral 
Re-Armament had done for his country. A hun- 
dred revolutionary Japanese youth were with 
me there who, instead of going to Moscow in 
their search for an ideology, had come to Moral 
Re-Armament on Mackinac Island. I was able 
to tell the Prime Minister that they had found 
a policy for the youth of Asia, and were going 
not to the Left, nor to the Right, but straight. 
On his return to Tokyo the Prime Minister de- 
clared this to be the policy of his government. 


Following Prime Minister Kishi’s visits to a 
number of. South-East Asian nations, including 
the Philippines, President Garcia welcomed 
delegates from these countries to the Moral 
Re-Armament Assembly at Baguio with these 
words: “As well as strengthening our economies 
and defenses, we need to encourage an associa- 
tion of Asian peoples which is not directed 
against other nations but founded on the sure 
basis of a moral ideology.” 


What a revolution it would be if confused 
statesmen in every nation had this conviction 
that God has the answer. ‘Today people just ex- 
pect to live in chaos. The tragedy is that they 
accept leadership confused by compromise, when 
there could be the executive genius that comes 
when. people normally listen to God. 


Russia launches a dog-carrying satellite. The 
whole world tunes its ear to listen toa dog. That 
is important in our conquest of space. But it 
does not help us to settle our confusion on earth. 
If we were willing to tune our ears to God we 
could simply settle our earthly confusion and 
even perhaps move nearer our conquest of space. 


The Foreign Secretary of the Philippines, 
after having presided over the SEATO meeting 
in Manila, came to our Assembly in Baguio. 
“With this,” he said, “we can change the world.” 
What‘had moved him to say this? He saw an 
Asian force in action and he saw an idéological 
weapon—a play. One such play had been written 
by the Japanese in Mackinac. They played it 
throughout Japan. It showed how a man, a fam- 
ily, a community can go not Left, not Right, but 
straight. Members of the Imperial Family, in- 
dustrial and labor leaders, shipbuilders, miners, 
farmers and youth acclaim it. They say it is the 
answer for Japan.

Philippine leaders invited this play to their 
country. In the heart of the old city of Manila, 
where tens of thousands of Filipinos had died in 
Japanese prisons, this Japanese play was given 
at the request of the Filipinos. A former Philip- 
pine guerrilla fighter and a former Japanese 
ofiicer introduced it. The crowd would not stop 
applauding the play until the Japanese stepped 
before the curtain and told of the answer they 
had found in their own hearts. Wounds were 
healed. Unity was born. 


One member of the cast is Mr. Sumitomo. 
His industries employ more than half a million 
men. He has been called the “Rockefeller of 
Japan”. He takes the part of the poorest man 
in the play, a tenant farmer. At first he met op- 


bs 


position from some of the heads of Japanese 
industry. Some of his own Directors at the 
Osaka plants, which dominate the life of that 
great city, were against him. But the firmness of 
Mr. Sumitomo’s conviction and the world- 
spanning size of his idea won them. And the 
labor leaders, too, say they can work with Mr. 
Sumitomo for he is more revolutionary than 
they are. 


Moving with these weapons throughout Asia 


is a group of Asian leaders. Koreans, Chinese, 


Burmese, Filipinos, Indians and Japanese are 
among the seventeen nations represented on this 
force. Premier Kishi understood their effective- 
ress and cabled, “I cordially invite you with 
your plays, believing that the idea that you bring 
is the most needed at this crucial time in our 
history.” Costly sacrifice sends them on their 
way. At Baguio, Dutch and Indonesians stood 
on the same platform in forgiveness of the past 
and pledged to bring a new future in the Pacific. 
Indonesian and Philippine women gave their 
jewels. Europeans and Americans gave their 
capital. Such a spirit prompted the French phi- 
losopher Gabriel Marcel to say after a visit in 
Tokyo, “Thinking men in the West understand 
the full value of this tremendous bid to restore 
genuine relations between men, such as the spirit 
of truth demands.” 


Who are these men’ who are bringing this 
answer to Asia? When I first went to Tokyo in 
1915,.I was received by Baron ‘Shibusawa, a 
founder of modern industrial Japan. ‘Today his 
great-grandson is with that force, and the great- 
great-grandson sends me the message, “I am 
praying for Uncle Frank.” 


In India in 1915 I was for the first time with 
Mahatma Gandhi. Today his grandson is: also 


with that force and leading Asia to Moral Re- 


Armament. It is the commitment of his life. He 
says it is chaos or MRA for Asia’s millions. A 


high American official from Washington was in 


Baguio. He said to the young Gandhi, “I knew 


your grandfather. He gave his life to create a 


nation. You are giving yours to save a nation.” 


Thegglescendant of ‘one of our great Ameri- 
cam Secretaries of State is another. He and a 


Philippine editor, respected and welcomed in. 


Washington for his knowledge of South-East 
Asia, arrived in ‘Tokyo. The Prime Minister 
sent his son and an aide to the airport to meet 


them. He received them next day and told them: 


that MRA had been the key factor in bringing 
to birth and fostering the negotiations between 
South Korea and Japan. This Philippine-editor 
says, “Material rearmament-. is necessary. But 
Moral Re-Armament is indispensable because it 
will unite Asia,’”’ His conviction is that the Japa- 
nese play can bring light to Peiping. He also 
adds that a billion people in Asia and Africa can 
find this answer to their modern-confusion. 


Prime Minister U Nu of Burma receiving 
this force in Rangoon said, “More than any- 
thing else the world needs to rearm morally. In 
the course of my travels abroad I have continu- 
ally urged my friends in both ideological blocs 
to rid themselves of fear and suspicion of each 
other. But when I have myself been beset with 


fears and suspicions, I realized how difficult it 
was for others to swallow the advice I have 
given them. So it is that certain things aré easy 
to preach but extremely difficult to practice. This 
is the big challenge of Moral Re-Armament.” 


What is our part? We need this new factor 
if we are to find an answer. And the world 
awaits it, too, from us. 


Take the answer that came in a theater in 
Atlanta, the hub and heart of the Southern 
States. A white and a colored person were mount- 
ing the theater stairs to the exit, side by side. 
‘They had just seen the musical, ““Dhe Crowning 
Experience”, inspired by the life of Mary 
McLeod Bethune, with its stars Muriel Smith of 
Broadway and Covent Garden fame, who sings 
like a bird, and Ann Buckles, who made her name 
with her Broadway and- Television successes. 
These two gave up all their contracts this last 
season to take this MRA play to the South. Said 
the white man, ‘‘On this basis our two people 
could work together.”’ Replied the colored man, 
“Yes, I believe they could.” 


An Atlanta attorney said, “In all my forty 
years in public life I have never witnessed any- 
thing that has called forth such a depth of feel- 
ing or such a mighty response. You are having 


.a tremendous influence and changing the notions 


of people. Some of us have had the answer but 
have not had the courage to put it into practice. 
You are living it and demonstrating it. It will 
reach from Atlanta to the. whole country.” 


Said another Atlanta leader, “‘We have been 
listening to the tick of the time bomb in Atlanta 
but you have taught us to liste to the tick of the 
Holy Spirit.” A newspaperman’s conviction is, 
“You are doing what the Communists boasted 
never could be done in the Southern States of 
America.” 


The European and African press heralds this 
miracle in Atlanta as the: “answer to Little 
Rock.” It is what the world hopes for and rightly 
expects from America. 


Africa points the way. The African film 
“Freedom” has been shown in this past year on 
every continent. At its New Delhi premiere the 
press wrote, “ ‘Freedom’ has been seen by the 
maximum number of India’s most important 
personalities.” Said the great Indian producer 
S. S. Vasan, “Wonderful! Wonderful! It must 
be put into every language of the world.” It was 
shown to officers and men in the NATO Head- 
quarters at Fontainebleau and is being taken by 
the Government of the Sudan through the length 
and breadth of their country. The Speaker of 
the Canadian House of Commons, introducing 
Freedom” to a premiere audience of political 
and diplomatic leaders in Ottawa before. its na- 
tionwide distribution, said, “In this film our 


friends from Africa are heaping coals of fire on 


our heads.” Africa has produced in “Freedom” 
a voice for a continent which in the words of 
President Tubman of Liberia is “destined to 
remake the world by shaping the lives of all who 
have seen it and all who will see it.” And he adds, 
like the Indian film producer, “It is a wonderful, 
wonderful film. It must go to the whole world.” 


An Algerian journalist who had suffered at the 
hands of both French and extremists in his own 
country said, “I am determined to get ‘Freedom’ 
in Arabic to North Africa as quickly as possible. 
This is what our nationalist movements need.” 
A colleague added, “Conferences alone do not 
bring a solution to conflict. The only solution is 
to listen to God and for each to do as God 
directs. This film will render a great service to 
North Africa and will bring in a new era of peace 
and brotherhood among all peoples there.”

4. That the Revenue Depart- 
ment did not follow merit system 
procedure in discharging Mrs. 
Connolly under “‘reduction in 
force’ regulations. 

While all three members joined 
in the decision, Brooks said Mrs. 
Connolly should be required to re- 
pay the expense money ‘‘only if 
investigated by the attorney gen- 
eral’s office and the state audi- 
tor.”” 

Chairman J. R. Dunn of Baxley 
and Member Hugh Goodwin of 
Summerville joined in the unani- 
mous decision. 

NEVER PERMANENT 

Williams, in his statement, con- 
tended that Mrs. Connolly had 
never been given ‘“‘permanent sta- 
tus’’ under the merit system.

In the elections, he said, 
Frenchmen and Moslems would 
vote together for the first time 
for the same candidates. 

In promising full French 
citizenship to the Moslems, De 
Gaulle apparently hoped to under- 
cut the Moslem nationalist rebels 
who have demanded full inde- 
pendence. 

Integration of Moslems and 
Frenchmen in Algeria was the 
rallying cry of the “Committees 
of Public Safety” which seized 
control and touched off the move- 
ment which catapulted De 
Gaulle into the premier’s office 
with near-dictatorial powers. 

De Gaulle said that ‘‘in three 
months at the latest all French- 
men here will have the right to 
decide their own fate.” 

“For these 10 million French- 
men all votes will count the same

Matters of intimate, personal hygiene have for many years 
received a going over in the public prints.

Five of us watched “Conquest” the other night—two teen-

From then on things worsened. We would have 10 or 15 
minutes of “Conquest,” the story of a Polish countess’ 
romance with Napoleon Bonaparte, with marching armies 
and beautiful snow scenes and the delicate, moving performance 
of Garbo and Boyer. Suspense mounted. The knowledge of im- 
pending tragedy, of a sad, but somehow invincible, love, of fear- 
ful ambition, filled us with excitement. And then the spell was 
broken by a darling little thing about underarm odor! 

We had a few more minutes of the story—and then we heard 
about unwanted hair. If we didn’t get to mouthwashes and oral 
bacteria we might well have because after a while the story 
was so broken up by unsubtle reminders that we are all cor- 
rupt and dying flesh that Napoleon's tragic self-destruction seemed 
small potatoes by contrast. 


In fact I reached the point where Napoleon’s wholesale 
slaughter of the peoples of Europe seemed more merciful than let- 
ting them live and worry about having B.O. and halitosis, un- 
wanted hair and abrasive cleansing powders for their sinks. 


It’s not that I’m down on commercials. Sometimes the com- 
mercial is better than the show itself. But it does seem that if 
they can’t be amusing, they could at least be dignified. And some 
care should be exercised to see that they do not destroy a fine 


program lest they destroy that which they seek to woo—the au- 
dience.

the bidding if mistakes are to be 
avoided. That no one is good 
enough to forgo the habit is at- 
tested to by the result achieved 
in today’s hand when it was 
played by a top flight declarer. 

The entire bidding sequence. is 
open to question but is possibly 
understandable since it occurred 
at match points where such dog- 
fights are not uncommon. East's 
final double however was Carry- 
ing the fight too far. 

West opened the seven of dia- 
monds. East cashed the ace, king 
then returned a diamond where 
upon declarer found himself pos- 
sessed of the lead. 

After some deliberation South 
led a low spade toward dummy’s 
ten spot which East took with the 
king. Thereafter squirm as he 
might the declarer could not pre- 
vent the defenders from taking 
three spade tricks, two diamonds 
and a heart. 

A simple count would have re- 
vealed the road to success. With 
a trick in diamonds, two in hearts 
and two in clubs, bringing the 
total to five, the trump suit must 
provide three more. 

A club ruff should yield one of 
these tricks and the balance of 
the spade suit can produce two 
provided that declarer is not com- 
pelled to lead the suit himself. 

Correct procedure after the 
third trick therefore is to cash 
ace, king of clubs, and ruff a 
club, The king and ace of hearts 
are now won, then the fourth 
club should be led. If West has 
the last club fulfilment is easy. 
But East has it and on this trick 
declarer sheds his losing heart. 

Now South is down to A 9 8 4 
of spades while West holds Q J 
7 6. East will lead a heart and 
South ruffs in with the eight of 
spades which West overruffs with 
the jack. On the forced spade re- 
turn dummy plays low and East’s 
king will force declarer’s ace. 
Dummy’s ten knocks out the queen 
and declarer’s nine takes the ful- 
filling trick.

that wears a fish down to your size. Too tight a line will often 
tear out the hook, too loose a line gives him slack and lets him 
off on the jump or when he is able to twist and roll freely under 
water. 

So I concluded that I had been keeping my line much too 
tight, and that I would play my next strike off the rod tip so 
softly that he’d be completely whipped when I got him to the 
boat. Jack Hogg claims that if a fish is properly played, by the 
time you get it close enough to net, you won't need a net, but 


. can cut the line and pick your catch out of the water with your 


fingers. 

I went to the extreme of playing my next few bass much too 
gently and lost each one. The first jumped a couple of times be- 
fore it came to the boat, wrapped line around the outboard pro- 
peller and broke off. The second must have been a good one. He 
bored straight down to a sunken tree top and tangled my line in 
the limbs. 

The next, which had the appearance of about a five-pounder, 
put up a long, stiff scrap. He jumped four times. Some fishermen 
I know put their rod tips close to or under the surface and pull a 
jumping fish off balance, to keep him from getting leverage and 
throwing the hook. I'd rather see them jump. This one jumped 
and then sawed back and forth under water until he wore a hole 
where the hook stuck in his lip. I saw the hook fall out just as I 
got him near the boat. 

I finally had gumption enough to start playing my bass again 
with a pressure between the very tight and very slack line, and 
began getting my fish aboard again. But for 10 days I had for- 
gotten a principle so basic and simple that many times even a 
good angler—to which I lay no claim—will overlook it. 

You can’t horse ‘em and you can’t give ‘em slack. But there’s 
an in-between pressure with that rod tip and that line, which 
necessary if you are to land a reasonable percentage of your 
catches. It’s a touch all of us must learn by experience.
